Preliminary Remarks : 

Many of the alleged offenses occurred at the Shintetsu 
Steel Works,' Niigata, Japan. The remaining .offenses took place at 
or in the vicinity of Prisonor of War Camps 5-B and 15-D, both near 
Niigata. The Shintetsu Steel Works was a large factory Which manu¬ 
factured parts for diesel engines, ordnance, hingos for freight cars 
and Other metal articles of various sizes. It was equipped with 
various types of-furnaces (coal, coke, electric), steam, air and 
drop hammers of different capacities, a large hydraulic press and 
a casting, department.' Forging was done in the department known as 
the hammer mill. Prisoners of war worked in the hammer mill, stoked 
and cleaned the furnaces' and did various jobs in the casting depart- , 
ment, such as working on,the molds, cleaning and removing excess 
metal from the larger castings with pneumatic jack hammers, or in- 
the case of the smaller castings, with sledge and smaller sized ham¬ 
mers.

The 
commander, of the camp had a bedroom there but sometimes he was away 
from camp overnight and for as long as throq days (R- 1321, 1323, 1363, 

1677;-Ex 31, p’3). The commander was drunk’frequently (R 1321). The 
accused wa's at-.-the-.-first..damp when the prisoners arrived and remained 
there until 14 February 1944, (R 2161; Ex D-57)., The accused was" 
present on some occasions, .at the morning and evening formations and- 
roll call; the.-eommander was seldom present (R A318, 1319, 1324, 1677, 
1681,-2160).

The witness Tice testified that 
prisoners npt "sharply dressed" or "lagging in ranks" in the march 
to’.and from the mill "would get the club" by the "Number 7. men" near¬ 
est them {R 750)'* The accused was a "Number 7 ijian" during this period 
(R 750, 751,’754), Testimony connects this accused with the mistreat¬ 
ment of-two.

The number "7" In 
English Is like the word "Fu" in Japanese, and probably refers to 
prisoners of war, which in Japanese Is "Furyo". (R 385), Sergeant 
Tice,, an American prisoner, testified that this accused and others 
clubbed and kicked'a Canadian prisoner who had fainted in ranks (R 708), 
The prosecution stated that it did rT&t oppose the defense's motion, 
for a finding of not .guilty ‘as.' to this accused (R 3206)*.

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Iwanami was identified by the witness Macintosh as nick- 
named "Beetle Brain" who worked at the hammer mill (R 1439, 1440, 
1413)* Vv'ltness Kelso -identified him only by sight and *said he work¬ 
ed at the coke furnace at the hammer mill for the last year of the 8 
prisoners* stay there (It 2689, 2752, 2753). Canadians told Macintosh 
the accused was vindictive and tried to provoke quarreling (R 1440). 
In the spring of 1945 at the mill ono "Yohanami" hit the prisoner 
La Palme over the head .with an iron hammer making him dizzy. He had 
to be carried £o the mess hall to recuperate for several hours. The 
accused did this because La Palme missed striking a hot piece of iron 
with ,a* hammer (Ex '15, p 2).

Suddenly "Paddle Foot" started hitting him and "hit 
him everywhere from head .to toe" and "Rubber Lipq" came' and "got 
drift" and'they both pounced on him for about ten minutes. Doucette 
"passed out",and they threw water on him and carried him from the 
hammer mill to the moss hall, where they continued to beat him. He 
was helped into camp that night where he remained for about four or 
five days without water.- There is testimony in.the record that no 
marks were, observed on his bod^, however, one witness testified that

Karube was nicknamed- "Number 1 Rancho" by the Americans 
and-"Teddy Bear" by the Canadians (R 1304, 1305, 1571, 1572, 2670), 

He. was also called "Teddy Bear" by the Americans (R 2401, 2456, 2502, 
2533, 2551, 2552, 2668, 2670, 2754). Ono witness said that Yamamoto 
was known as "Teddy Bear 11 ., as well as "Paddle Foot" (Ex 18, p 4; Ex 
19, pp 2, 3). He was a section leader or foreman at the hammer .mill 
to whom the prisoners reported and whom they saluted (R 1276, 1387, 
1391, 2332, 2396, 2400, 2401, 2403, 2751, 2754). He was in the mill 
during working'hours, was. usually in inspection parties and could 
see prisoners working from his office (R 2401, 2450;. 2456, 2501, 2502, 
2518, 2533, 2551, 2552). He is- described by witnesses as being from 
35 ,t,o .45 years of age, weight from 125 to 175 pounds, and height 5 
foot, two or three inches (R 1572; Ex 8, p 2; 13, p 3;. 14, p 2; 16, 

P 4)^ His description as'disclosed in the files at Sugamo Prison 
shows that he weighs 111'pounds and is five feet tall (R 1572). The 
accused made speeches to- workmen to speed up production and the 
guards would then force them t-o. work harder (R 1310, 1311, 1391, 1392, 
1394).

865). He wnshot nt the. camp or mill during the last of 1944 -and'up 
until. Marcn 1945 (H 753). Witness Cassol identified accused as the 
"Green Hornet" (R 957-, 1011-1013, 1017) and Macintosh identified him 
as the. Green Hornet" and "Number 7 Guard", but stated he never saw 
then Green Hornet •_ until the spring _of'1644 'll 1330, 1331, 1366, 1415, 
1 ^ 44 , JLfobl, 1652).

Kobayashi was identified by Howard who.said that he was 
"The Big Boy", a civilian guard who told others'what to do at the up¬ 
stairs and downstairs smelters (II 361, 363, 366, 367,1597). Tice 
said the accused was in charge. of. the casting section. When the 
Americans first came he was in charge of Prisoner of War labor at 
the smelting section "top side" for about three months and 4 "Number 
7 man" after January 1944 (R 682,,689, 735,- 736, 752, 754), Cassel 
said the accused was nicknamed "Top Side Hanclio" and he appeared to 
be another laborer (Ex 1-A, p 4; 2 936), Macintosh identified him 
by sight as a "Number 7 man" at the casting- section during-the first 
few months (2 1328, 1332-1334)., Houseman in identifying the accused 
by sight said he thought he was a ''Number 7 man" who worked a't the 
cast iron foundry.(li 1943, 1944), Swope remembered this aocuscd by 
sight as working at the foundry (N .21-89). 

Tice saw the accused clubbing and kicking ah .unidentified 
Canadian who had fainted in camp (li. 705, 708, 731) . The guards -fail¬ 
ed to assist Canadians who noedod help in going to work and when the 
Canadians "fell out", the guards beat and kicked them. The accused 
was one of the guards'who sometimes accompanied the Canadian’s to work 
during the fall of 1943 and “winter of 1944 {2 421-425). He did judo 
on two American marines and the back of one. of them was injured. (R 
661)_. This accused sometimes camG to the barracks in the morning to 
find' out if the sick prisoners were able to work and if they appear¬ 
ed physically -.fit. ho made them go to work unless they had a fever or 
were pretty sick (R 705, 706, 731, 732). The accused was "pretty 
considerate" of Tico -and only slapped him once. He allowed prisoners 
to go. to the oven^ to warn during the cold weather (II 887). During 
the first few months,'Macintosh didn't remembor any individual boat¬ 
ings of prisoners by a-"Number 7 man" (2 1335-1337). While Cassel 
never saw this accused mistreat anyone., he stated that it pas "com¬ 
mon knowledge" that he continually clubbed them (Ex 1-C, p 4).

Dohde identified the accused only by sight, saying 
that he was on the jack hammer gang (d 2334). Kelso identified him 
by sight, stating that ho know him only-during the last six months 
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at the camp; the accused was a "Number 7" replacement in Cassel's 
(d 682 JCassel said ho never saw the accused beat anyone (R 
947). In February 1944, Howard went to the oven to warm during the 
cold weather and "Wild Man" hit him a couple of. times on the head 
and once ; on the. shoulders with an iron rod- about 3-J feet-' long and

the blow crushed a Tropical helmet ho was .wearing (R 808). "Wild 
Man' hit Tice on the knee with a pick hammer while he was on light 
duty, causing, him pain for a long time (R' 683,.

The accused was identified by Tice as the "Sergeant 
Major" or "Medical Sergeant", but he was not postive (R 904). Mac¬ 
intosh stated that his name was "Harata" nicknamed "Brick Mason", 
who was a crew member at the hammer mill when.the*Americans arrived 
and who remained there until the War was over. At first he was re¬ 
pairing, furnaces with brick. (R 1288-1290, 1337, 134'5, 1411). Swope 
identified the accused as the "Sergeant", but later stated he was 
not positive (R 2161, 2164, 2165, 2184, 2185). Rohde, merely recog¬ 
nized the accused, but gave ncr information about him,, saying that he 
had never worked under the accused (R 2333). McCarron said a man 
named Kurada was his immediate boss.at the hammer mill and Harada 
was section boss. Kurada worked at the hammer mill all the time ex¬ 
cept the last few months-. He stated that Kurada wa's not in tlie court¬ 
room (R 2401, 2403, 2455)-. He said the accused was the "Mason". In 
1944-45 ho worked at the hamm'er mill repairing furnaces and occasion¬ 
ally acted as a. "Number 7 man" (R 2432, 2433, 2456). Since he worked 
under Kurada from September 1943 to May 1945, if Kurada were in 'the 
.courtroom McCarron could identify him (R 2541, 2542). . K.elso identi¬ 
fied the accused as the "Brick Mason", who worked at 2-A furnace and 
sometimes at,the super heaters/ For the last year and a half, he 
was always repairing furnaces (R 2679, 2681, 2752). Murray told 
McCarron he was severely beaten by a man he called "Mason" (K 2502- 
2504). "Brick Mason" hit prisoners with his hammer when they didn't*- 
•have' brick and cement ready for him to use and he -would slap and beat 
crew members every day. He would push prisoners' heads against, the 
furnaces, leaving' large bumps on their heads. "Brick Mason" beat 
Fptterman, Phillips and. Ward when they were on'light' duty and in a 
weak condition (R 1411-1413). According to some evidence, he col¬ 
laborated with "Little Nigger" in.beating prisoners (R 1422-1424).

Tice iden¬ 
tified him as a "Number 7 man" in charge of the electric furnace, 
nicknamed* ’ Bull Dog" (u 752, 754). Gassel said he was "Matsusan," 
a Number 7 ptan" attached to the electric furnace for a long period 
prior to the end of the war (E 935, -1003)., Macintosh said the ac¬ 
cused was Matsuo who was a "Number 7 guard" in the last camp and * 
the guard in charge of., the electric furna.ee-gang (R 1330> 1335, 1602, 
1650, 1651)* Houseman stated he was Matsuo, "The Bull", and ho worked 
regularly at the electric, furnace as "Number 7 man". He was in 
charge of that group of.prisoners•while going to and returning from 
tho mill—more so after reaching the mill-*'-mo.st of the time up until 
a few months before the end of the War (R 1835, 1836, 1933, 1934’, 
1989)*. Swope testified that the accused was a "Number 7 man" whose 
name was "Matsuosan". He was an assistant to Kudasan, the main "Num¬ 
ber 7 man" at the electric furnace. In the summer of 1945, Matsuosan 
replaced Kudasan as main "Number 7 man" at the section (R 2142, 2143 
22-'i r 7 1 2617; Ex 52, p 3). McCarron stated the accused *was a "Number 
7 man" — not in his part of the'foundry practically all of the 
time tho PW's were there (R 2424, 2425). ' Kelso knew the accused by 
sight and said lie was a "Number 7 man" at the olectr^c-furnace all 
the time the prisoners were at the foundry (R 2681).' Dawe identi¬ 
fied him from'a picture as a foreman.(Ex 9, p 2). Smith stated in 
the Ebi case (No. 114) that Naraki, an accused in that case, was 
known as "Bull Dog" (H 1701, 1702,. 1781). Cassel never saw the ac¬ 
cused beat anyone (R 945). Houseman said he stayed out of Matsuo's 
way and he was never beaten by the accused. On cold mornings, 

Matsuo permitted the prisoners to "fall out">by the furnace (R 1946, 
1947, 1956, 1957), Matsuo struck Houseman across the head and shoul¬ 
ders with a pice rope in the early part of 1944, but Houseman sus¬ 
tained no injuries (R 2070, '2101, 2103, 2104). There are general 
statements that- this accused and others kicked, and beat prisoners 
with fists, sticks and clubs and forced them to work when they could 
hardly'stand (Ex 17, p 1; 18, p 2; 19, p 1).‘ Swope said that during 
the first winter, Kudosan was the chief "Number 7 man" at the olec- 
tric furnace and conditions there and treatment of the prisoners 
were .very bad. Matsuo was' later made chief "Number 7 man" for -that 
section and there was marked improvement in conditions and treatment 
of prisoners (H 2146, 2148). While Matsuo'would hit some prisoners, 
he had cause. (R 2149). He hit Maas, Hartzell and Weiss. When Swope 
was sick with malaria, he allowed him to rest and when he had an in¬ 
fected foot Matsuo allowed him to soak it in water. All the prison¬ 
ers who worked in that department received good treatment at various 
times from Matsuo (R 2148). A superintendent nicknamed "Four Eyes" 
had Insisted that Matsuo make the prisoners work harder and while 
"Four Eyes" .v/as present on several occasions, Matsuo pushed the 
prisoners a little, but ho would "lot up" on the prisoners as soon as 
"Four Eyes" had gone (R 2236). 

Sometime In 1944, HeahTsfield did something wrong^pnd 
during' the lunch hour Matsuo made him stand at attention and ordered 
ten or twelve prisoners, to walk by him and strike him with their fist 
(Ex 9, pp 2, 3). Other evidence of beating and kicking by the ac- 
c-used appears in Ex 26, p 2; 45, p 8; R 906, 2342. Matsuo forced a 
physically unfit man to do. heavy work (Ex 19, p 2). One witness said 
that when Harvey, an American prisoner, v/as thin, weak and sick, 
"Matsuosan" v/anted him to be allowed to remain in quarters, but as 
the sick quota v/as full, Kagy, the American doctor, sent him to work. 
However, "Matsuosan" did not let him work (R 2177, 2178)'. The prose¬ 
cution stated It "will have no objection if the accused, Matsuo, v/alks 
out a free man* * * at. this time. or even at the end of the ehtire 
case ." (R 3208);. . .. .

Tb.e Ja¬ 
panese didn’t like him and shifted him from hammer to hammer (f{ 1418)-. 
He beat everybody all the time .(11 1418, 1419, 1421)'. One witness 
said he was brutal-, but didn’t relate any specific incident or iden¬ 
tify him (R 1024, 1033, 1034). He slapped prisoners and hit them 
with sticks and pokers (R 1417).. He mistreated Fotterman, PierSe 
and Martinez in that manner (R 1417, 1418). He Ijeat Macintosh over 
the head with a 20-foot iron £>oker, inch in diameter, weighing a- 
bput ton pounds, bocauso Macintosh couldn't \mdprstand an order given 
in*. Japanese (R 1420, 1654 ). He boat Rimmor in a similar - manner with 
the 'poker,'but more severely (R. 1421). fen new prisoners .were 
brought to the accused’s hammer and didn't work fast- enough or made 
a mistake because of,lack of experience, he and others rotated in 
beating, shouting and yelling at thorn.(R 1422-1424). Macintosh was 
told' by the Canadians that Nasuno beat them before the Americans,

The ac-cusod, nicknamed- "Hayaku" ,. worked " top' side " at .- 
the smelters in charge of the casting section (R 332, 337, 363, 382, 
932, 933). He came to the camp as a "Number 7 guard" (XI 1330, 1332, 
1415):. Other witnesses recognized him,- but didn't know his name, or 
nickname (R 2189, 2337). He beat Howard several times (II 435, 438). 
When prisoner's wore sent to the casting section, the hcs?used made 
them do heavy work regardless of whether they were strong or weak 
(R 442-444). Cassel heard other prisoners say that he. was "brutal 
in his daily beatings v/hile foreing_tJ"ior:i to lift heavy baskobs of 
coke" (R 940; Ex 1-C, p 4), but he never saw the accused mistreat 
any prisoners (Ex. 1-C, p 4), A prisoner told Macintosh. that the. ac- 
cuse'd drove' the Canadians in their work and if they, didn't "throw 
the pig iron", he beat them with a shovel (R 1442, 1443). Mares, an 
American, was mistreated by "Ohnasan" between August and November 
1944., "Ohnasan" was a Japanese_ civilian in charge of No. 2 furnace-, 
about 45 years of age, -medium build and about five fec.t tall. When 
Mare's was sick and felt unable to v/ork and tried .by pantomime to con¬ 
vince "Ohnasan" of his sickness, "Ohnasan" would stand Mares up,-slap 
him, boat him with -a’ stick and kick him on the legs and buttocks un¬ 
til he went back to v/ork. "Ohnasan" also mistreated another prison- 
er (Ex 20, p 1; R 1107).

Because Howard took some onions, the accused called him

The "Medical Sergeant" was 
named Sugazawa. He gave’instructions in.medical mattors to other 
members of the medical'section, .lie determined the^classiff&afiipn of 
the prisoners after modio-a'l examinations (Yoshida Case Fd,- pp 
759 - 761, 819 - 821) , d. , .

conscious (2 1653), Lieutenant Richard T, ■ Fulmer,. an American prison¬ 
er, testified ;that accUso’d was' particularly brutal in his beatings of- 
prisoners and ovory prisoner who could walk was sent to work (Sx 31,

Almabone was beaten by "Hiako", a civilian in .charge of 
tip furnace detail and another Japanese. "Hiako" told A'lmabohe to 
go back to work and Almabone walked, around the building pretonding 
he was returning to work. He was caught by-another civilian employee 
who was‘one of the bosses and this boss first knocked him over by 
tripping him and while ho was on tho ground, kicked."him ton or twelve 
times. . Almabone was Skinned and bruised around the face and stomach, - 
but v/as not unconscious- (Ex 29, pp 1, 2). Baker, an American, worked- 
a.t tho electric furnace,. He 'developed a sore throat and continficyi 
thereafter to be sent to work until ho was so wfeak he couldn't work. 
Bocauso the sick quota v/as full, he was not excused from going, to 
work (Pi 1341, 2169-2172, 2176, 22Ghf 2236, 2237, 2240; Ex 52, p 6). 

One morning, the guards, particularly "Blue; Turd’! cano into tho pris¬ 

oners ' quarters while Balakas was in a very bad physical and mental 
condition and "routed him out to work.with a stick or .his foot". 

Balakas was so weak that he had to be assisted to and from -work that 

day, The work he did at the mill was heavy and hard. Later ho v/as ■. 

in quarters unable to. work and', the -Modi cal' Sergeant and another Japan¬ 
ese cam6 there and shouted and screamed at him* He raised up, but 
v/as unable to get. up and they "pushed and kicked Jain around there a 
little" ’and." left, him.. A few days later ho was moved to the hospital 
(K 730, 766, 767, 865, 953-956, 1005, 1029; Ex 1-A ? .pp 4, 5). Goodnor 
an American -prisoner, was working.on tho second floor of the Shintotsu 
foundry and because of physical weakness, he could not handle the baa- v . 
kets of coke -and "'Hyato ', meaning hurry", a Japanese'civilian in 
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.charge of the detail became' very angry and started striking Goodnor 
-witii his hands. Pour other Japanese civilians joined in the beating 
and knocked him down. They kicked him in the back,'head and stomach, 
walked on him and beat him:. Goodnor was .severely bruised and had 
lumps on his - head (Ex 11). 

In early. December 1943, Harding, am American prisoner, 
was put to work under a furnace to make some repairs. Ho was kept 
there about two hours. He became cold and "choked-up” with dust and 
soot. While he was again working under the furnacc:that afternoon 
ho' wanted-to come out to explain to the "C^nadjL.ah* Toddy Bear" that’ 
he was cold and the- dust' and, soot 4 wore choking him,, h'Bluc Shirt" or 
"Blue Turd"-came'up and talked to the section,foreman, "Blue Shirt" 
made Harding come out,, slapped him around and hit him on the head 
with a sledge hammer handle forcing him‘ to.'go back to work under the 
furnace. He wont under the furnace feet first and "Blue Shirt" 
stepped on his head and rubbe-d it in the sooty ground. He was forced 
to work under the furnacp all afternoon. The-next day he was forcc'& 
to work there again.' Other prisoners wore required to dp that work 
for only about thirty minutes alt a time (It 2715, 2716;-Ex 16, pp 3, 

4). Sgt, Smith testified that he saw Shiroji.Ito and.Sugazawa drag-- 
ging Heuft, a Canadian, downstairs while he .was -moaning and groaning 
apd Heuft was being kicked and "knocked" by them-, Heuft was "shoved" 
in the latrine and he heard some more pounding and beating for thirty 
'minutos. Smith went to the latrine after Ito and the "Medical Ser¬ 
geant" left and found-Heuft semiconscious with blood all over him. 

Ito returned to the latrine-and Smith hoard Ito pounding around some 
more. That'night Heuft was beaten again until "he was more dead than 
alive", Heuft remained’in the latrine about 'three days and nights 
until ho was carried to the hospital by Dickson (II 1681-1684, 1687, 
1786, 1803-1805). Smith was in quarters with pneumonia from shortly 
after Thanksgiving until February 4, 1944,- and saw this incident dur¬ 
ing that time (II 1679, 1715), Neither Major Stewart nor Dickson 
testified about any boating of Heuft and they both said that Heuft 
was moved ta the latrine on the orders of- Ito (Ex 57; II 1644, 1652; 
Yoshida, Case No, .69, pp 70-73). Major Follows, the Prisoner of War 
Commander, said that when the Japanese were about to punish. Heuft, 
because hp had a severe case of dysentery and was unable to' go to the 
latrine,, he prevailed upon them instead to permit him to have Heft 
moved, to the latrine and,.Heuft was moved there on his ordors (Suzuki, 
Case No, 305), Major Stewart said. Matsumoto was medical sergeant-* 
and Takahashi was medical corporal at the time of tlio Heuft incident. 
The Japanese official records show Sugazawa left the camp 1 December 
1943 (Yoshida, Case No, 69,* p 70). 

About March 1944, Hicks, a Canadian, who worked at 2-B 
steam hammer (JI 2659, 2660) had diarrhea, and cither because' he was 
so wo,ak he could not do his work (Ex 21, p 2) or because ho went to 
the latrine so often (Ex 13, pp 1, he was beaten and knocked un¬ 
conscious with fists and open hands by "Teddy Bear" and kicked while 
unconscious, for twenty minutes (Ex 10, p 2: 13, p 2). . "Rubber Lips" 
participated in the beating, and sticks were used (II 2487; Ex 21, p .2), 
About 30 minutes later, after Hicks had rovived,' he was again beaten 
‘until he was unconscious by "Teddy Bear", "Goggles", a foreman, and 
"Rubber Lips" (Ex 21, p 2), among others (R 2694), Hicks was also 
beaten by "Blue Turd" in December 1943 (Ex 8, p 4; R 2694), by "Pad¬ 
dle Foot" in the spring of 1944 (Ex 30, p 2) and by other Japanese 
(Ex 42, p 2; R 2487). He was forced to work while sick nn-d on two 
different days collapsed at work (Ex 42, p 1). Himel, an American, 
was in charge.of a group cf Americans (R 417, 720, 767, 822, 899) 
and worked about ten hours a day. He- was frequently beaten because 
he was held responsible /o*r the misdeeds of those under him (R 720, 
811, 900, 1025, 1026)*- 'Juarez, an American,- was beaten in December 
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1943-by Suda with a -Club until lip lost consciousness. He. was carried 
to the mess hall by two prisoners,- After that., 5 ho -was like a man in 
a trance. He would go to work daily, but couldn’t do any ‘work.. 

Juarez apparently didn’t understand- anything. He was put in the 
hospital, although he was all right physically .(It 1569-1375, 1853, 

2241, 2242 )> / .. 

The Prisoner Youngs wa§' ; beaten a number of times by ' 

"Paddle Foot" and- "Rubber Lips", sometimes: very severely. Each took 
a dislike to. him and ^oemod to. .enjoy,'bbatipgdiiti,: Youngs • hal several 
spells of :o sickness during his. impr'ispnmerit''ancU y/hs- handicapped by. a 1 
wound received.at Hongkong (Ex 16, p;.4;“ 30,, -p ,2;^.R 1457,. 2491-2493,; 

2529, -2660, 2687, 2718-2720, 2744';''.In:'December 1943, a Canadian 
fainted in ranks and fell, Tice saw H this- man" r (apparently $obayashi, 

Kobe) beat him. Other.accused in the courtroom also beat him. They 
beat him with clubs and sticks, kicked and ""tromped" ..on him (R 677, 

705, 707,. 708; Ex §2, p - S) • Accused Yoshibhiparticipated in 
this, incident (R-.708, 709,'712). and; also the "Medical Sergeant" .(E ‘ 

710) . H.owardstated .the. same or a' similar incident occurred in the- '

The commandant of that camp shall be responsible-for the ob- ■ 
sc.rvance in the work detachment- of the provisions of the present 
Convention. ’ • G.P-.W; Art. 33 F.M, 27-10, Par 106, Clearly the camp 
commander is burdened with ’the duty of" protecting* the- prisoner .of war 
in his place of work-and of .supervising his ..conditions of work."

"From this, (U. S. vs Kaneko No. 76) we see that 'The 
Camp Commander has a duty to protect the prisoners.’ No subordinates 
under him,-not even' a commissioned officer, has such a duty. The Re¬ 
view Authority in this jurisdiction has recommended and such recom¬ 
mendation has been sanctioned by the Commanding General that such a 
duty belongs, to th<? Camp Commander. That "is why he alone can be 
charged.with command responsibility. Not even the next person'in 
the chain of .command under him has. such a duty. And without such a 
duty there can be no-responsibility for ddie acts of subordinates. 

"The United States Staff Officers' Manual (F.M. 101-5) 
states: 'The Commander, alo*ne, is responsible to his superior for 
all his Command does or fails to do. He cannot shift this' responsi¬ 
bility ta his staff or his subordinate commanders.' In order to es¬ 
tablish, a 'command *. and,, hence command responsibility., this^control 
must, of course, be actual and complete and may be further defined* 
as including administration, supply, operations and discipline.

"It is amply apparent that"the formation-of the farm 
de.tail or detachment at Cabanatuan Camp No. 1 did not alter • the na-* 
ture *of that command nor set up a separate organization/over wnicn 
the officer in charge had actual and complete control. Therefore, 
neither he nor his subordinates had oommand responsibility as heroin 
defined, and may not be properly- charged with all of the abuses which

Exhibit % D-100 is a.copy of•the Articles of Incorporation 
of the Niigata Iron Works. s Exhibit D-104 is a copy of a roport on 
prisoner of war labor by the Director of the Niigata Iron Works to 
the Superintendent of Nagoya Army Arsenal. It states in part that 
prisoners arrive at the plant at 0700 and at 1700 after roll call, 
the day’s work is finished. It further states that the greatest 
care should be used in the treatment of patients and injured prison¬ 
ers. Exhibit D-105 contains a summajry of an inspection of "the camp" 
by Colonel Suzuki,'Commander of Tokyo Prisoner of War Camps, on 12 
October 1943. Exhibit D-106 is a copy of part of-a monthly report 
concerning the labor of prisoners of war quartered at Camp No. 5-3. 
Exhibit D-lll is a list of Niigata ironworks’ employees, by depart¬ 
ments, who worked with some of the accused from September 1943 to 
August 1945 and whose surnames are the same.. 

• Exhibit D-118 is a copy of an interchange between the 

Swiss and Japanese Governments relative to treatment of American 
Prisoners of War'. A "note verbale", dated 28 January 1943 states in 
part: "Tile labor of prisoners of war is carried out'-in the spirit 

of the decision of the Imperial Government to apply mutatis mutandis, 
the Convention relative to the treatmc'ht of prisoners of' war of 27 
July 1929." (p 2). - ' • 
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' ■ . , Exhibit D-119 contains_ regulationsfor the dispatch of 

prisoners df'war. - Exhibit D-120 contains regulations for prisoners 
of war labor. .Exhibit D-121 contains laws and regulations pertain- , 
ing to prisoners of war. Exhibit D-123 is a copy of a military pro¬ 
curement order, dated 13 December 1943. It states in part that no 
^ NGO can assume the post of officers. Exhibit D-132 is a copy of' 
"Records of Confinements" kept .by Major Fallows, a former prison&r 
at Camp No. 5-B. • It includes the period from ; 12 November 1943 to 
10 June 1945v Most confinements we're by order of the camp Commander. 
Seven (during the period February 1945 and AprilrAugust 1945) were 
by .-order .of the second in command or second in charge. Exhibit D- 
145 is an extract of’Dr. Fujifs ‘testimony from the case of U. S. vs 
Fuji!,. Case No,, ill:., . f’U.jii testified that.he told Colonel' Suzuki to 
allow .all prisoners to rost regardless of'the work attendance rate. 
Because of this, "in January and F G bruary of the next year" rest 
days wore increased from two to four* All prisoners of war were not 
allowed to rest, but their rest days were increased. Colonel Suzuki 
was only concerned with keeping up the work attendance rate. His 
policy was that anyone who' was able to eat or movo his feet should 
go to work. Later Suzuki allowed all prisoners.-*to' rest four days a 
month. Exhibit D-146 is also an extract from the case of U. S» vs 
Fujii. Ichimura testified in part that only the officer of the day 
determined,, who should go on sick call. Exhibit D-147 is an extract 
from a statement of Junji Suzuki, He stated in part that ho "never 
failed to seize the opportunity to inspect the places where tho war 
prisoners were working,’so that they might not be subjected to un¬ 
reasonable imposing of labor, Gn accout of this measure, I nevor 
found in any camp any prisoner who was forced to labor in disregard 
of his rank, health or.ability." Exhibit D-148 contains a'"notifi¬ 
cation from the Director of the Prisoners of -War Custody Division 
of the Ministry of War to Army units concerned". It'states in part: 
"Although the imposition of labor upon prisoner of war officers and 
non-commissioned officers is prohibited under Article 1 of the Pris¬ 
oner of War Labor Regulations (Army Note No.- 139, September 10, 1904) 
it. is the policy.of the Central Authorities,vin view of the present 
condition-of this country which does not allow anyone to lio idle ahc 
eat freely, and also with a view to maintaining tho health of prison-, 
ors of war, to make such officers and non-commissioned officers vol¬ 
unteer to work as in accordance with their respective status, in- 1 
telfigence, physical strength, etc." It also- contains an- excerpt 
from-War Minister Tojo's instructions, to the Commander, of the Zan- 
tenji Division (30 May 1942) as follows: "To this division is at¬ 
tached a.prisoner of war camp. Prisoners of war must be.placed un¬ 
der strict discipline as far as it does not contravene the lav/ of 
humanity. It is necessary to take care not to be obsessed with a 
mistaken idea of human!tarianism .or swayed by personal feelings to¬ 
ward those prisoners of war which may grow in the long time of their 
imprisonment-* The present situation of affairs in this country docs 
not permit anyone to lie idle, doing nothing but eating freely. ,Witl 
that in view, in dealing with tho prisoners of wax’, too, I hope you 
will see that they may be usefully^empl-oyed." To the sarfe effect is 
an address delivered" by Tojo to chiefs of pOW camps on 25 June 1942. 
Exhibit D-149 is.a statement by one Father Morelia, who says in part: 
"In order to arrive at an impartial judgment, it is necessary to add 
that the Japanese do not’have the i»dea of a prisoner that a. long 
Christian culture has given us. They naturally despised this class 
, of person and no Japanese soldier was permitted, under any circum¬ 
stances,' to Allow himself to be captured." Exhibit D-152, an affi- 
■ davit of Frederick Zaidman, a former Canadian prisoner confined at 
Camp No.. 5-B, Niigata, says in part that the camp commander who came 
after Lt Yoshida stopped all beatings in the camp and improved the 
rations threefold. The next-,camp commander was much stricter, Yo- 
shida would beat the prispners while he was drunk or in a rage (p 3) ■

war; at. Camp No* 5-B, Niigata. It states in part that- there were two 
'classes of prisoners -who deigned illness. The first included, those 
who had mentally given up and. the second included those who we re¬ 
placed on the sick list with.the approval of the Orderly Sorgoant. 
Those who continued - .to work probably.. kept, -in better-he’alth than these 
who did net.- Exhibit D-160, an affidavit by Lt Cel Francis E. Fel¬ 
lows, formerly confined at Niigata camp-, gives as the reasons why 
one Private Titman was given two per iods oft confinement' while at 
the camp, a "series of thefts and trouble-making" * : .

Okuda struck Moore 
several times with a stick -as he -lay on the ground. Ho dragged Moor 
to his feet, bu,t Moore collapsed again. Okuda kicked.him violently 
in the stomach and the'ribs. Some of the prisoners in the kitchen 
came-out and carried*Moore to his bed. Thereafter, on many occasions 
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Okuda kicked .Mohr o' as he lay-in bed-. Okuda similarly kicked and beat 
a prisoner,-named'Caruso who was too weak to get out of bed (Corrob- . .. 
oratod by Hmjii'cky in Exhibit D-166), Gambon, .also a former Canadian, 
prisoner at camp 5-3, Niigata, said that although Takahashi was a 
subordinate of the Medical Sergeant, he, in fact, took charge. Ho 
insisted that every-nan. go to work' whether sick, or not.

Lt Kato (Camp Commander from Septombor 1944 to"the surrender) in¬ 
structed Japanese guard’s to us'b force in the maintenance of 'order 
(pp 16, 17).- A former American Sergeant at camp 5-B from ■November- 
1943 to September 19.45 stated that he never witnessed any' - atrocities 
committed on American-prisoners (Exhibit D-178). Exhibit D-187 is an 
extract from U. S. 'vs Kojima, Caso No, 95,.

The Commission was constituted by proper authority and had 
jurisdiction over tho accused and of the offenses charged. 

There was evidence to support the findings and justify the 
'sentences Imposed by the Commission, 

Under Eighth Army rul-os of procedure, if the accused'remain 
silent, the Commission may draw such inference from their failure to 
testify as may soon fair and competent to a reasonable mind, after 
taking into consideration all the competent ovidonce in the case.

Section III of tho Geneva Prisoners of War Convention covers 
the labor of prisoners of war. Article 29 provides that no prisoner 
of war may be. employed at labors for which he is physically unfit. 
Article 32 provides that any aggravation of tho conditions of/labor 
by disciplinary measures is forbidden. Article 33 provides, in part, 
that every labor detachment shall be dependent on a prisoners’ camp. 
The commander of this camp shall bo responsible for the observation, 
in the labor detachment, of tho provisions of tho present Convention. 
Article 46 provides, in part, that any corporal punishment, any im¬ 
prisonment in quarters without daylight, and in general, any form of 
cruelty, is forbidden. Article 54 provides, in part, that arrest is 
the most sovero disciplinary punishment which may be imposed on a 
prisoner of war, In Exhibit D-118 J~t> is stated that: "The labor of 
Prisoners of War is carried out in tho spirit of the decision of tho 
Imperial Government to apply mutatis mutandis tho Convention relative 
to .the treatment of prisoners of war of 27 July 1929." 

It is ccnsidored that the work which the- prisoners performed, 
with the exception perhaps of .that- done, by prisoners on light duty, 
was very arduous. The very fact that much of it was in a steel mill 
is indicative of its character. Furthermore, before a prisoner could 
be assigned t.o light, duty, he had to be in such a state of debility 
that although such work might be light to, a-healthy man, it.was, in 
fact, arduous under the circumstances. The evidence establishes that 
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all of the prisoners wore, woak and undernourished. Their labors were 
made_ even more enervating by beating- and other ill treatment. The 
beatings and abuse, to which -the prisoners were. subjected were natural¬ 
ly further aggravated by nervous tension induced by fear of imminent 
attacks or .other'mistreatment. 

Tlie Commission in its findings (R 3683), found Sugazawa ■ 
guilty of Specification 1 with certain qualifications. It excepted 
the words "31 May-1944" and substituted "on or about 18 December 1943". 
The defense objected to this finding on the'ground that it, in'fact 
created a new^ specification or Indictment (R-.3684). Obviously; the* 
finding restricted-rather than enlarged or changed the nature Of the• 
specification Since the period of time over which the accused #as 
found to have, committed the offenses was lessened. The rights of 
the accused were therefore net prejudiced, y y 

. As. to I to, Shiroji, Specification 2,' charging command re¬ 
sponsibility,, the defense' contended'"that the camp commander and no¬ 
body, be^ow him .is the responsible person". (R 209). The defense citod 
several 'cases, among them Hosotan-i ot al, Docket v No. 40; Okamoto et' 
al, ^Docket'No.- 25$ (See Exhibit D-4), C-oto et al; Docket No. 126 (See 
Exhibit D-2).... In the case of Hichino et al, /Docket No. 197; Specifi¬ 
cation 4 against the- accused Michlqhita is similar to Specification 
2^against Ito, Shiroji. Michishlta was convicted of this .specifica- 
tion, including command responsibility. It was stated in the review: 
"The.defense 's -notions for modification of the‘sentences against 
Michishlta, pages' 10-12, and Hichino, pages 15 and 16, argues that 
’cormhand responsibility’ specifications arc ■-legally, insufficient> 
citing the action of another Commission in Case No. '259, which held 
that »command responsibility’ could not be properly .averred against 
a 'second in command’, a subordinate, and that the c’omnission cited 
in support- of its action, the U. S. Army F-M 101-5, and granted a mo¬ 
tion to strike such specifications. Applying this theory for illus¬ 
tration, 'to the nth degree; then after Yanashita was convicted, none" 
of his subordinates could legally be charged under •’command responsi¬ 
bility ' specifications. *• *■ The position is untenable. Those, 
specifications against Michishlta. .and Hichino clearly and unequivocal¬ 
ly aver offenses against the Laws and Customs of War, and are legally 
sufficient." (Page 15}. "As the. second in command and tho senior 
Japanese military person in camp when the commandant loft for his- 
quarters, or -for'other purposes, this accused Michishlta committed 
the dffens os' in this specification. Tho record is legally sufficient 
to" support the flndihg bf guilty." (Page 18). It is to be noted that 
the commission in the instant case excepted the words: "Members -of 
his command .and". ..in. its. findings as to Specification 2 against Ito, 
d-ireji’. 

"They (the Japanese personnel) acted to him (Sgt Ito) liko 
they would to a superior in rank. 11 Sgt Ito had his own office, which 
was. also used by the commander. Sgt Ito issued orders to the Japanese 
personnel daily (IT 1323; also R 1678, 1679). Sometimes tho commander 
was away from- camp overnight and sometimes for as long as three days . 

Ho was frequently drunk (R 1321, 1323, 1363, 1677; Ex 31, p 3). The 
accused-was present on some occasions at the morning and evening'forma¬ 
tions and roll call; the commander was seldom present. (R 1318, 1319, 
1677, 1681, 2160). Ito was always present at morning; formations (R ‘ 
1324). Sgt Major Ito "was always there in the morning before wo’Went 
to work; he was thcro at night when we came in from \t rk;' at other 
times he was - taking the evening tenko." (A 1675, i.677). On many oc¬ 
casions, during these formations, prisoners' wore cruelly beaten or 
mistreated. (T? 710, 1326, 1.653, 1795; Ex 31, pp 2, 3; 34, p 10; 52, p 
5). (Eto) "was,.to a considerable extent, responsible- for a great num¬ 
ber of boatings inflicted by Sato;‘Kudo, and other work party bosses-,. 
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He instructed the work party bosses that the maximum.number of men 
must-go to the job each day and'on-sick parades would instruct the 
bosses that men could not be excused work*. I cannot state 

that his desire to maintain large work parlies was his or Lt Yoshida's 
idea.” (Ex .34, p 10), 

Numerous motions were made for a mistrial. (R 833, 1167, 1688, 
1726, 1805, 2006, 2122, 2260, etc.) Defense counsel contended at one 
point that the commission had not given proper consideration to the : 
majority of those motions,.but the record tends to show the contrary. 

In the opinion of ‘thereviewer, the deliberations were■sufficient to 
afford due consideration to all questions raised* Many challenges 
for cause were directed against Colonel Turner while he was lav/ mem¬ 
ber,, on the grounds of allegedly prejudicial remarks, If any such 
remarks wore in fact prejudicial, the rights of the accused were not 
affected, since Colonel Turner was relieved as member and.law member 
while the comnission was deliberating upon its findings and sentences, 
(R 3659). Furthermore,.the findings and sentences imposed by the con- 
mi-s sign certainly 'do not,reflect any bias’or prejudice against the ac¬ 
cused. The accused.were given, a fair. Impartial*and ably defended 
trial. - * 

No briefs v/bre submitted by either side. • •„ 

5. Recommendations: , 


There were no recommendations for clemency from any members 
of the commission. The prosecution recommended'to tho reviewing au¬ 
thority that the sentence of one year at hard labor which was imposed 
upon Matsuo be .remitted or suspended. (R 3676). In view of■the lapse 
of time, this recommendation has become academic. Moreover, it is 
considered that the ovidbneo against the accused • justified the, sen¬ 
tence . The petitions for clemency in Volume III of the record (No^ 

1 to'49) have boon read'add considered. ; .

It is recommended that all of the findings and sentences bo 
approved. However, in accordance with tho established policy of al¬ 
lowing credit for time served awaiting trial, loss three months, it 
is recommended that confinement be ronitted as indicated in the fol¬ 
lowing' chart: (All wore sentenced 6 September 1949).

Ito> Shiroji and Sugazawa, Kiyotaka, were each charged with con¬ 
tributing bo tne deaths of 74 named American and Allied prisoners 
of war* The remaining accused were each charged with contributing 
to the deaths of 52 named American and Allied prisoners of war. 

The mentioned prisoners were only a part of the more than one hun¬ 
dred, who the record shows died at Camps 5-B and 15-D, Niigata, Japan, 
(Exhibits 34, 35, D-126)-. Their deaths occurred within reasonable 
proximity of■time subsequent to the beatings (R 290-294, 391-396, 
592-597, '677, 705-767, 811, 865, 900, 905, 9 53-956, • 1005-1029, 1341, 
1342, 152l,, 1679-1687, 1715, 1716, 1803-1805, 1860, 2169-2176, 2205- 
2240, 2313-2316, 2477-2497, 2631, 2692, 2715, 2744, 2940, 2941. ■Ex¬ 
hibits -5, 8-10, .12-14, 16-19, 21, 24, 26, 30., 34, 38, 39, 41, 42, 

47, 50, 52). Near the close of the case, the prosecution-stated 
that in good conscience,■ based on all the available credible-' 

and sufficient evidence, (it) has no alternative but not to oppose 
the defense motion' to strike from every specification that portion 
thereof-.which charges each' of 1 the accused -with contributing to any 
death." (R 3556)* The commission in its findings deleted the alle¬ 
gation charging the a’ceusod with contributing to the deaths of the 
named prisoners of war, (R 3668, et scq).» The record shows that 
many, if not all the prisoners wore suffering from ravages of mal¬ 
nutrition or disease and although the record does not disclose that 
any died as the direct result of beatings or assaults upon them, the 
law declares that one who inflicts injury upon another and theroby 
accelerates his death shall be held criminally responsible therefor. 
'(26 American Jurisprudence 192;'-Araki, #45). The practical diffi¬ 
culties encountered by the prosecution in connecting the beatings 
with the Untimely deaths is‘recognized arid no criticism is hereby 
intended with respect to the action.of the prosecution or the com¬ 
mission. -However, a fair appraisals of all‘the eviderice, including 
the- reasonable inferences dc.ducible therefrom, leads strongly to 
the belief that the 'cpmmissiori'was most generous, on behalf of the 
accused, in striking the - contributing allegations.
